MEMBERSHIP DROP 

In a statement to The Daily last 
night Aaron Blauer and Sam Hen- 
derion said that they were not 
blaming the Student's Council, but 
the members of the band. "After 
the foolball game in Toronto the 
band membership dropped from 35 
to 25 men, and after the game in 
Kingston with Queen's the number 
dropped to 20. clearly showing that 
these erstwhile members of the 
band were not interested in play, 
ing in the Band rather than get- 
ting a paid trip to Toronto and 
Kingston. We consider this mer- 
cenary action deplorable." 
COUNCIL GRANTS $1000 

Following this drop in member- 
ship the Band started a campaign 
to get new men, and through this 
medium nine new members were 
found. Also the Student's Coun- 
cil granted the sum of $1,000 to the 
organization to be used for the 
purchasing of new Instruments. 
However, it was sUted. this whole 
campaign made very little impres- 
sion on the student body as a 
whole. 

"After the Council had shown 
enough interest in the Band to 
pla:e $1,000 at its disposal, and 
the Executive purchued these new 
instruments, there was not a great 
amount of appreciation from the 
bandsmen. When the Band was 
asked to play at the rally for the 
Rinlc-Auditorium Campaign, there 
were barely enough members on 
hand to make up a band at all. Ex- 
actly the tame thing happened when 
we played at the Athletic's Festi- 
val." continued Henderson and 
Blauer. .. . 

"Wben/i practise was called one 
week^ before the Yale-McGllI hoc- 
key game only nine men showed 
up, with the result that the Band 
did not play at the hockey game. 
Thia wu the hockey game which 
heralded the first post-war game

These lectures are to estab 
llsh a better understanding of the 
French Canadian contribution to

student, was reinstated at the Uni 
versity of Alberta last Friday after 
being expelled for failure to com 
ply with a Dean's Council ruling 
that he apologia for allegedly 
creating a disturbance at a meet- 
ing addressed by Dr. Noppe Hltsch- 
manovB, executive director of the 
Unitarian Service Committee of 
Canada. 

The meeting took plate on Nov. 
29 and was sponsored by the Stu- 
dent Christian Movement. Zcman 
jumped up and shouted at the 
speaker: "Why did you evade Slo- 
vakia on your recent trip to Eu- 
rope?" 

A hon-studcnt visitor, who ac- 
companied Dr. HItschmanova, be- 
gan to outshout Zeman, declaring 
that no political questions were to 
be asked at the meeting. The whole 
Incident is believed by observers 
to have a political background; Ze- 
man is of Slovak origin and HItsch- 
manova is. a Czech. 
■Zeman had decided to fight the 
expulsion order which took effect 
when he failed to apologize by.lhe 
December 31 deadline set by the 
Dean's Council, the highest discip- 
linary body in the uniyersltyi He 
had engaged a barrister but ' was 
not.attendlng'cUiiscs. .{

DONAM) WOLFIT 

And His Shakespeare Co 
In King Lear and Hamlet - 

By Dusty Vineberg 



It Is difficult' for a student critic 
to, appraise any performance of 
Shakespeare's plays, lacking, as 
many Canadian students do, an 
adequate frame of reference. With 
little experience of Shakespeare, 
the best I can offer Is an unauthori- 
tative opinion. 

A comparison of Donald Wolfit 
and his company In "King Lear" 
with their production of "Hamlet" 
does not show a consistent level 
of performance. Mr. Wolfit, who 
was moving, eloquent and sensi- 
tive as Lear, and carried his audi- 
ence with him, did not seem to 
do so as Hamlet One reason, - It 
seems to me, is that Mr. Wolfit is 
rather badly and embarrassingly 
miscast as Hamlet Although I 
had never seen "Hamlet" on the 
stage until Monday evening, my 
conception of him was as a con- 
fused and tragic figure, whose 
hesitations and self— doubt arise at 
least in part out of the fact>hat he 
was more boy than man.. Mr. Wol- 
fit seemed at times to speak hia 
lines very quickly, as if the pace 
of the play depended on the speed 
of the speeches, and his voice hasn't 
the timbre of, for example, Alex- 
ander Guage. However, "Hamlet", 
considered as a whole, was far bet- 
ter than "King Lear", In which Mr. 
Wolfit shone. "Kink Lear" runs for 
two hours and' 40 minutes,^ while 
"Hamlel" runs for three hours, but 
the pace of "Hamlet" was such that 
it seemed much shorter than "King 
Lear", which dragged. 

Ophelia's mad scene was one of 
the beil of the play. However, in 
spite of the fact that Rosalind Iden, 
playing Ophello, was very good, 
plausible and convincing, she seem' 
ed to fall to involve the audience 
in her tragedy. The graveyard 
scene and "Alas, poor Yorick" were 
also imaginative and moving. One 
of the weakest scenes was Ham- 
let's, after his first encounter with 
the ghost Alexander Guage,- play 
ing Claudius, the murderer king 
was excellent, although not as good 
as In King Lear when he played 
the Earl of Kent as if he were that 
very gentleman, revived from 
Shakespeare's century. Eric Maxon 
as Foloniui, was outstanding, get- 
ting almost everything he could 
out of the part "Hamlel" is re- 
markable in that almost every 
scene contains some often quoted 
lines. Mr. Maxon gave Felonious' 
famous advice to his soii, which 
concludes with "To this above all, 
to thine own self be true", with 
the emhpasls one expects of the 
famous lines, but without making 
us aware all the time that he had 
"a big quotation up his sleeve." 
Kempster Barnes as Laertes, spn of 
Folonius, was good in the first act 
but did not follqw up in his. final 
scene. 



The whole of "Hamlel" ' never 
quite got past the feeling that it 
was a play written by Shakespeare 
350 years ago. whereas fLéar'!,Mn 
spite of its defects, in spIte^otVthé 
fact that It was not as good' a pro- 
diiction^aa "Hamlet", 'gave the im- 
pression that it was atil a vital and 
current tragedy, perhaps due to the 
fact that Lear's predicament is 
more prevalent than Hamlet's. But 
Hamlet's personal problem, if not 
the circumstances < of it his vacilla- 
tion between' self; doubt and cour- 
age, revenge and misgiving, be- 
tween self-contempt and resolve, is 
surely contemporary. 

The set for "Hamlet" was ingen- 
ious, and the number of occasions 
it served, with the aid of lighting, 
curtains ' and props was amazing. 

This was in marked contrast with 
the set for "Lear," which relied too 
heavily on the audience's imagina- 
tion in scene switches, and was 
more noticeable when we remem- 
ber the Shakespeare Society's in- 
spired sels last year. In Mr. Wolflt's 
production, however, the setting, 
which is important, did not carry 
its weight The costumes for "Ham- 
let" were also superior to those 
for "Lear," in which the colours 
were not i>articularly pleasing, and 
the v^omen's costumes* unbecoming. 
There were also incidents 'In both 
which prohibited smooth perfor- 
mances, and ought not to have 
occurred in professional produc- 
tions. 

"King Lear," in spite of Mr. Wol 
fit's acting, ahowed ingularly un 
imaginative direction. The cast 
with few exceptions,' behaved as if 
they were tired of their parts. 
Compared to it, the Shakespeare 
Society's production last year ap- 
pears In its true light as an in- 
spired production. Mr. Wolflt's Lear 
was a deeper portrayal than Chris- 
topher EUU', but not necessarily 
more moving. Mr. Wolfit was ad- 
mirable in the shifts from klngll- 
ness to senility, from senility to 
derangement and back again into 
majesty, which contrasted with his 
rather heavy handed development 
of Hamlet Alexander Guage, as I 
mentioned previously, was notable 
as the Earl of Kent Eric Maxon as 
Gloucester was adequate, but not 
as pitiable.or as dramatic. as. he 
might have been. Frederick Horrey 
as Edmund seemed to me to be 
sufficiently untasty, but Kempster 
Barnes as Edgar, Gloucester's son, 
was stagy and somewhat colorless 
in comparison with his half 
brother. Geoffrey Wilkinson did a 
good Job as the fool, recalling Ivor 
Francis' splendid one of a year ago. 
Having seen "Hamlel" and "King 
Lear," wo look forward with con- 
siderable anticipation to "The Mer- 
chant of Venice" this 'afternoon.
